Three'-messages from the President 
were received by 
congress 
today. 


Their rending took practically all the 
time in the senate. The reading was 


' delayed in the house by the fact lh;lt 


it was suspension day. The messages 
were in relation to public land laws, 
the navy personnel bill, and the re- 
counting of the President's visit to 
inspect Panama. 
The latter message 


attracted great, interest because it 
w!\s elaborately illustrated, showing 
the work on the great waterway in 
its various stages.

He reviewed in detail the success- 


ful progress of the sanitation meas- 
ures and reduction of the death rate, 
stated that the Spaniards were 
the 


best of 20,000 laborers employed and 
that it had not proved practicable to 
get common laborers 
in 
United 


States owing |.o high wages. 
The 


work is now going on with a vigor 
and efficiency pleasant to witness and 
the President shows that the excava- 
tions in August were 242,000 yards: 
in 
September, 291,000; in October, 


323,000, 


"The three bis problems of the can- 


al are t,he La Boca clams, the Gatun 
dam, and the Culebra cut. The Cule- 
bra cut must be made, anyhow; but of 
course changes as to the dams, or at 
least as to the locks adjacent to the 
dams, may still occur. The La Boca 
dams offer no particular problem, the 
bottom material being so good 
that 


there is. a. practical certainty, 
not 


merely! as to what can be achieved, 
but as to the time of achievement. 
The Gatun dam offers the most serious 
problem which we have to solve; and 
.yet. t,he- ablest men on the isthmus-be- 
lieve that this problem is certain of 
solution along the linos proposed-; al- 
though, of course, it necessitates great 
toil, energy, and intelligence, and al- 
though equally, of course, there will 
be some little risk in connection with 
the work. 
The risk arises from the 


fact that some of the material near 
the bottom is not so good as could 
be desired, jlf. the huge earth dam 
now contemplated is thrown across 
from one foothill to the other.we will 
have what is practically a low, broarl, 
mountain ridge behind which will rise 
the inland lake. This artificial moun- 
tain will probably show less seepage, 
that is, will have greater restraining 
capacity than the average natural 
mountain range. 
The exact locality 


of fhe locks at this dam—as at the 
other dams—is now being determined. 
In April. next Secretary Taft. wiih 
three of the ablest engineers of. the 
country—'Messrs. Noble, Stearns, ami 
Rlpley—will visit the isthmus, and the 
three.-engineers will make t.he final 
and • conclusive examinations as to 
the exact site for each lock.

while the -work is going ahead with- 
out a break-. 


'.-'The. Culebra cut. Ooes not 
offer 


such great risks; that is,-the damage 
liable to occur from occasional laud 
slips will not represent what may be 
called major disasters. The work will 
merely call for intelligence; persever- 
ance; and .executing capacity. 
It is. 


however, the. work upon which most 
.labor, will have to'be spent. 
The 


dams will be composed of the earth 
taken out of the cut and very possi- 
bly-the building of the locks and dams 
will take even longer than the cutting 
in Culebra itself. . 


"The main work is now being clone 


in the Culebra cut. It was striking 
and impressive to see the huge steam 
shovels in full play, the 
.dumping 


trains carrying a-way the rock and 
ear|-h they dislodged. -The implements 
of French 
excavating 
machinery, 


which often stand a little way from 
the line of work, though of excellent 
construction, look like the 
veriest 


toys when compared with these new 
steam shovels, just as t.he 
French 


dumping curs seem like toy cars when 
compared with the long trains of huge 
cars, dumped by steam plows, which 
are' now in use. This represents the 
enormous advance that 
has 
been 


made in machinery during the past 
quarter of a century. No doubt a 
quarter of a century hence this.new 
machinery, of which we are now so 
proud, will similarly seem out of date, 
but it is certainly serving its purpose 
well now. 
The old French curs had 


to be entirely discarded. 
We still 


have in use a few of the more mod- 
ern, but not most modern cars, which 
hold but 12 yards of earth. They can 
lie employee! on certain lines with 
sharp, curves. 
But the recent cars 


hold from 25 to 30 yards apiece, and 
instead of the old clumsy methods of 
unloading them,.a steam 
plow 
is 


drawn from end to end of the whole 
vestibuled train, 
thus 
immensely 


economizing labor. 
In the rainy sea- 


sou the steam shovels can do but 
little in'dirt, but they work steadily 
in rock and in the harder ground. 
There were some 25 at work during 
the time I was on the isthmus, and 
their tremendous power and efficiency 
were most impressive." 


Navy Personnel Bill 


With reference to the Navy Per- 


sonnel bill he cail's the 'attention of 
the congress to the urgent necessity 
of such legislation as will cause offi- 
cers of the line of the navy to reach 
the grades ol" captain and rear admir- 
al at less advanced ages and will give 
them more experience and training- in 
the important duties of those grades. 
Under the present archaic system 
of promotion,' without parallel in the 
navy of any other first class power, 
captains are commissioned at the av- 
erage age of fifty-six and rear admirals 
at the'.average of CO. This system is 
the result of a long cor.tinuecl preju 
dice in favor of a method of promo- 
tion by which all lieutenants in or- 
der of seniority pass through the sev 
eral grades until they eventually he- 
come admirals: a method which sac- 
rifices the good of the service to the 
interest of individual mediocrity. 
As 


a direct, consequence of the existin 
method naval officers 
obtain 
more 


than ample service 
in 
subordinate 


positions, bul: have a limited and in- 
adequate- experience as captains 
in 


command of battleships and as flag 
officers in charge of fleets and squad- 
rons; that is. in the very positions of 
greatest responsibility, where expe- 
rience, skill and initiative are essen- 
tial to efficiency.
